several special factors. The curtailment of textile production is one. 
Another is the fact that coal consumers stocked up in expectation 
of a strike April 4 and coal loadings have been subnormal since the 
strike failed to materialize. Lumber output was cut by a recent 
Strike in the northwest. 

The level of other manufacturing generally continued at about 
normal. Plate glass, tobacco and shoes showed some increases.. 

The bellwether automobile industry was strong in April but 
fell off in May due to the strike.

Steel figures short- 
ly to be announced for May will probably establish a new low for 
the year. Textiles have lately been showing some new signs of 
life.

PRICES There is no use trying to measure what the NRA did 

to prices. Too many other factors are involved. It is 
impossible to segregate what influence was exerted by NRA, money 
policy, the drouth. 

But you can say flatly that farm and food prices continued to 
increase from March to April while the level of all other prices 
shrank almost imperceptibly. Farm prices jumped up to 80.4, food 
to 84.5, while all others lagged at 77.2. This condition continued 
basically unchanged through May. 


BUILDING Cast your eye on the building figures and note how 

much there is behind the stories in current circu- 
lation about the big spring boost in constraction.

LEGAL POLICIES The only big things legally left to the New

policy and the credit policy. Most of the New Deal lawyers believe 
the phase of the farm policy dealing with processing taxes and bene- 
fit payments is safe and their interpretatien is probably correct. 
The securities laws also are being held valid by New Deal lawyers, 
but these certainly will be attacked in the courts. 

All the credit pumping agencies (RFC, FCA, HOLC, etc.) are 
regarded as immune from attack under Al Smith’s old formula that 
nobody shoots at Santa Claus. The efforts to stimulate private 
capital’s interest in housing (FHA) is conceded to be unimpaired. 
As to new legislation (social security, Wagner bill, utility bill), the 
record is not so clear. The bank bill is not regarded as being in 
danger, although the Humphrey decision will require the adoption 
of an amendment, limiting the authority of the president over board 
members. Drafters of the social security legislation contend it also 
is safe because it is based on the tax powers of congress rather than 
on interstate commerce. The holding company bill is in doubt. 

Of course, the Wagner bill and Guffey bills are clearly on un- 


constitutional grounds and this defect probably cannot be rectified.

A familiar feature of skin inflam- 
mation which was formerly considered 
characteristic of eczema is “weeping” 
or a watery discharge, and this fluid 
exudate on drying becomes sticky and 
then forms a crust. But it is still 
dermatitis, and there is no specific or 
typical form of skin trouble which can 
be distinguished from dermatitis un- 
der the name of “eczema.” 

The last of the old timers made an 
attempt to distinguish “eezema”™ from 
dermatitis by arbitrarily assuming 
that it is eczema if there is no visible 


or evident cause or irritant responsi- | 


ble for the skin inflammation, and 
dermatitis if the cause 
vious external irritant. 
does it matter when there 
the trouble? 

Dr. E. Schiff, of University of Ber- 
lin, considers the eczema or derma- 
titis of older children a_ nutritional 
condition rather than allergic (that 
is, due to some foreign or. food 
tein to which the child is sensitized). 
He has found a diet of raw fruits and 
vegetables beneficial in these common 
skin troubles of children. 

For children 3 years of age or old- 
er he uses an exclusively raw fruit 
and vegetable diet for 10 days to two 
weeks, with fruit juices as the only 
fluid. Later the child may have 
cooked vegetables, pvepared with oil 
or with sweet (unsalted) butter, meat, 
bread, and finally a single cupful of 
milk diluted with malt coffee (at 
breakfast) and the yolk of one egg 
daily. All food should be prepared 
without salt and only unsalted butter 
used. 

While the child is on this diet the 
irritated or inflamed portions 
skin may be kept protected with a 
simple zine oxid ointment. 
should he continued for several 
months, Dr. Schiff says, and not 
stopped as soon as the skin seems 
normal. He does net explain, but | 
venture to suggest that the good ef- 
fects of such a diet may be attributed 
to the increased vitamin intake.

At that time 
factory production was 84 per cent normal, employment 78 per

It became inoperative this last week of May. At this time fac- 


tory production is authoritatively estimated at 84 per cent normal, 
employment 81 per cent, wages 68.5 per cent. 


You need not be a mathematician to figure out that production ° 


now is just where it was when the NRA Started, employment is, 
roughly, 5 per cent better, and wages 10 per cent better. 


PURPOSE The importance of this is fundamental in measuring 

NRA. Hardly a memory is good enough to recall 
now that its original objective was to equalize wages and employ- 
ment with production. It was started because manufacturers were 
cutting wages and firing men while requiring the retained em- 
ployes to produce more. This objective has been lost sight of, at 
least publicly. 

General Johnson turned chiseler-chaser and introduced some 
innovations which even he had not thought of at the time he helped 
to write the original NRA law. 

His basic problem is disclosed by the figures for the July pre- 
ceding the application of the NRA codes. For that month produc- 
tion was 100, but employment remained unimproved at 72.5 per 
cent and pay rolls were down to the unbelievable figure of 50.8 
per cent. 

Perhaps some NRA enthusiasts would rather take the July figure 
for the purpose of measuring NRA accomplishments. They are at 
liberty to claim a better showing for the Blue Eagle in that way, 
but, of course, basically the July situation was artificial. 

You may trace for yourself the pre-NRA business situation, and 
the fluctuations since its inauguration, in the chart which follows. 
All figures are official, except those of the last month, which are 
unofficially estimated. 

Each figure represents the percentage of normal existing at the 
times stated. Seasonal fluctuations are eliminated. Normal is the 
monthly averages for the years 1923 to* 1925, inclusive, except for 
the price index, which is based on 1926,

PROSPECTS Few economic authorities will be foolhardy enough 

to make any promises about the next few months. 
The situation seems to be entirely in the hands of the administra- 
tion. The outcome depends entirely on how the New Deal read- 
justs the details of its economic policies. 

In general, aside from the all-important Washington situation, 
there is nothing particularly significant in the existing business con- 
dition; nothing to be pessimistic about; nothing to cheer about. 
Some authorities expect a boom; others are anticipating a milder 


improvement. 
PRODUCTION The failure of industrial production to measure 
up to seasonal expectations may be traced to 

several special factors. The curtailment of textile production is one. 
Another is the fact that coal consumers stocked up in expectation 
of a strike April 1 and coal loadings have been subnormal since the 
strike failed to materialize. Lumber output was cut by a recent 
strike in the northwest. 

The level of other manufacturing generally continued at about 
normal. Plate glass, tobacco and shoes showed some increases. 

The bellwether automobile industry was strong in April but 
fell off in May due to the strike. The output for one week in May 
was 110. It dropped to 87 in the strike week.. Steel figures short- 
ly to be announced for May will probably establish a new low for 
the year. Textiles have lately been showing some new signs of 
life. A substantial increase has been noted in rayon; cotton is 
slightly better; wool activity is keeping up. 


PRICES There is no use trying to measure what the NRA did 

to prices. Too many other factors are involved. It is 
impossible to segregate what influence was exerted by NRA, money 
policy, the drouth. 

But you can say flatly that farm and food prices continued to 
increase from March to April while the level of all other prices 
shrank almost imperceptibly. Farm prices jumped up to 80.4, food 
to 84.5, while all others lagged at 77.2. This condition continued 
basically unchanged through May. 


BUILDING Cast your eye on the building figures and note how 

much there is behind the stories in current circu- 

lation about the big spring boost in constraction. The spring rise 

in that industry has been slightly less than seasonal and is exactly 
where it was at this time last year—25 per cent normal.

PUBLIC OPINION More than one caller went away from the 

White House Wednesday with the impres- 

sion that the president now suspects that public opinion will swell 

up strong enough behind him to permit him to seek a constitution- 
al amendment expanding federal authority over business. 

Certainly, it is obvious that this is the current hope of the ad- 
ministration, whether or not it is ultimately realized. 

If such a step is eventually attempted, there is little question 
that Mr. Roosevelt could call a constitutional convention for the first 
time in history. There are 38 democratic governors of states, most 
om whom would co-operate and urge their legislatures to assemble 
and authorize the sending of delegates to a national constitutional 
convention. 


BELLIGERENT MOOD The presidential press conference 


Wednesday showed the president in a 
restrainedly belligerent mood. While he declined direct comment, 
he significantly advised newsmen to note the reaction out in the 
country and told them frankly there is where the story would be 
for the next few davs. His words showed fight, instead of com- 
placency, and seemed to confirm the reports from his advisers that 
he was anxious to save some appreciable measure of his reform pro- 
gram, rather than to trim it within the narrow confines of the su- 
preme court decision, and go along quietly. 


LEGAL POLICIES The only big things legally left to the New 
D 


eal without question now are its spending 
policy and the credit policy. Most of the New Deal lawyers believe 
the phase of the farm policy dealing with processing taxes and bene- 
fit payments is safe and their interpretation is probably correct. 
The securities laws also are being held valid by New Deal lawyers, 
but these certainly will be attacked in the courts. 

All the credit pumping agencies (RFC, FCA, HOLC, etc.) are 
regarded as immune from attack under Al Smith’s old formula that 
nobody shoots at Santa Claus. The efforts to stimulate private 
capital’s interest in housing (FHA) is conceded to be unimpaired. 
As to new legislation (social security, Wagner bill, utility bill), the 
record is not so clear. The bank bill is not regarded as being in 
danger, although the Humphrey decision will require the adoption 
of an amendment, limiting the authority of the president over board 
members. Drafters of the social security legislation contend it also 
is safe because it is based on the tax powers of congress rather than 
on interstate commerce. The holding company bill is in doubt. 

Of course, the Wagner bill and Guffey bills are clearly on un-

NEW YORK, May 30.—(#)—Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Sloane's Cavalcade Jost 
his rider at the start of the historic 
suburban handicap at Belmont Park 
today, and it was Mrs. Silas B. Ma 
son's Head Play which led home a 
superb band of handicap stars to fin- 
ish the mile and a quarter in the ex- 
ceptionally fast time of two minutes 
and two seconds flat. 

Head Play, piloted by Jockey Char- 
ley Kurtsinger. broke well after being 
fractious at the barrier, overtook C. 
H. Knebelkamp's King Saxon which 
led for a mile, and won easily by a 
length and a half, holding Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt's Discovery, which 
ran second, safe during the stretch 
run. Mrs. Deering Howe's Only One 
was third. A crowd of 25,000 turned 
out for the fine Memorial Day card. 

The burning pace of the race was 
indicated by the fractional times, 
Which showed King Saxon running 
the mile in 1:36 1-5, and the mile and 
an eighth. where Head Play was a 
head in front, was run in 1:48 4-5, 
only two-fifths of a second slower 
than the world record for that dis- 
tance. The time of 2:02 for the mile 
and a quarter equaled the fastest in 
America this year. Azucar was clock- 
ed in 2:021-5 in winning the Santa 
Anita handicap, but the electric eye 
revised the figure to 2:02 flat. 

Discovery dropped far back during 
today’s running, and made up much 
ground but was not equal to the task 
of catching the winner. Jt is doubt- 
ful is Cavalcade, the T7-to-5 choice
